tional  reform.  He  discussed  the  fund¬ 
ing  issues  of  busing  and  individual 
school  district  budget  allocations. 

“Right  now,”  Bangerter  said,  “if  a 
district  can  figure  out  a  better  way  to 
bus  the  students  (more  economically), 
they  don’t  get  any  federal  money.  It’s 
the  same  with  the  school  lunch  pro- 
gi’am.  I  think  we  have  to  return  our 
faith  to  the  jieople  and  let  the  jieople 
decide  concerning  where  the  school 
money  goes.” 

Bangerter  said  he  supports  privi- 
tization  if  it  can  provide  services  for  a 
lower  cost.  “The  question  is,  if  you 
dismantle  existing  government  agen¬ 
cies,  can  you  guarantee  you’ll  receive 
the  same  (lower)  bid  in  a  couple  of 
years?” 

The  governor  said  he  has  taken  as 
aggi-essive  an  economical  develop¬ 
ment  progi-am  as  any  other  adminis¬ 
tration.  He  is  pleased  with  the  “enter¬ 
prise  zones”  established  in  rural 
Utah. 

Speaking  of  the  state’s  economic 
development,  he  commented  about 
the  Air  Force  electronic  combat  test 
range  that  might  be  built  in  Utah. 
“We  think  it  will  come  to  Utah  when  it 
is  built,”  Bangerter  said.  “When  will 
it  be  built?  I  don’t  know.” 

The  governor  said  the  test  range  is 
estimated  to  bring  $2.5  billion  in  capi¬ 
tal  expenditures  to  the  state. 

If  built,,  the  facility  should  employ 
about  600  civilians  in  addition  to  the 
250  military  personnel  assigned  once 
it  is  on-line.

There 
is  but  one  legitimate  sovereign  au¬ 
thority  in  Panama  and  that  is  the 
Panamanian  people  exercising  their 
democratic  right  to  vote  and  elect 
their  leadership  in  a  free  society.” 

Washington  called  for  Noriega  to 
resign  after  U.S.  grand  juries  in  Mi¬ 
ami  and  Tampa,  Fla.,  indicted  him 
and  others  on  drug  trafficking- 
charges  on  Feb.  5. 

The  U.S.  indictments  accuse  Nor¬ 
iega  of  using  his  position  as  top  mili¬ 
tary  man  to  let  Colombian  drug  traf¬ 
fickers  utilize  Panama  as  a  base  for 
smuggling  cocaine  and  marijuana  into 
the  United  States.  The  charges  said 
Noriega  received  a  healthy  kickback 
from  drug  profits.  His  take  was  put  at 
up  to  $4.8  million. 

Pentagon  spokeswoman  Caj^t. 
Nancy  LaLuntas  said  in  Washington 
that  the  U.S.  Southern  Command  in 
Panama  received  reports  of  scattered 
demonstrations  in  and  around 
Panama  City.  She  said  the  command 
issued  a  “Bravo”  alert,  which  orders 
American  military  jiersonnel  and  de¬ 
pendents  to  “decrease  their  visibil¬ 
ity.” 

The  command,  initially  created  to 
protect  the  Panama  Canal,  has  be¬ 
come  the  center  for  U.S.  military  op¬ 
erations  in  Latin  America.

Publisher,  writer 
debate  media  role

In  the  past  20  to  30  years,  the 
media  have  become  more  powerful 
in  the  American  society  than  they 
ever  were  before,  according  to  the 
publisher  of  a  conservative 
magazine. 

William  A.  Rusher,  publisher  of 
the  National  Review  said,  “Tech¬ 
nology  has  made  the  media  much 
more  a  part  of  our  lives.”  Radio, 
television  and  other  forms  of  elec¬ 
tronic  media  have  increased  the 
media’s  role  in  society. 

Dale  Van  Atta,  a  Washington, 
D.C. ,  columnist  debated  Rusher  on 
the  issue  of  media  fairness  Thurs¬ 
day  night  before  apjjroximately 
200  people  in  the  ELWC  Ballroom. 

The  debate  was  sponsored  by 
ASBYU  Academics  and  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Experience  Lecture  Series. 

New  attribution  techniques  are 
another  reason  for  the  di-amatic  in¬ 
crease  in  media  ]3ower.  Rusher 
said.  In  the  past  the  media  prided 
themselves  in  attributing  every 
major  fact  in  a  story  to  a  source  or 
an  indentified  document. 

Now,  Rusher  said,  “we  have  ter¬ 
ribly  important  stories  with  im¬ 
mense  impact  that  contain  flat  out 
statements  of  what  President  Rea¬ 
gan  thought  ...  with  no  source  at¬ 
tributed,”  or  anonymous  sources. 


he  said. 

Rusher  said  such  lack  of  attribu¬ 
tion  is  harmful  because  the  identity 
of  the  sources  is  unknown  to  the 
public. 

Van  Atta,  a  five-time  Pulitzer 
Prize  nominee  for  investigative  re¬ 
porting,  said  after  working  with 
Jack  Anderson  he  considers  him¬ 
self  a  “muckraker”  rather  than  an 
investigative  reporter. 

Van  Atta  said  the  Reagan  ad¬ 
ministration  conducted  private 
polls  asking  questions  of  Ameri¬ 
cans  about  government  issues  to 
determine  how  to  act  more  favor¬ 
ably  in  the  public  eye. 

The  danger  in  such  polls  is  Amer¬ 
icans  don’t  know  to  whom  or  for 
what  they  are  resi^onding.  Van 
Atta  said. 

Rusher  said  “elite”  Washington 
journalists  are  generally  consid¬ 
ered  liberal  biased  democrats. 

Van  Atta,  however,  said  those 
same  journalists  gave  Jimmy 
Carter  more  critical  coverage  in 
the  last  two  years  of  his  tenure  as 
president  than  Reagan  ever  re¬ 
ceived.  “And  that  was  from  the 
democratic,  liberal  Eastern  estab¬ 
lishment?”  he  questioned  sarcasti¬ 
cally. 

“A  free  press  is  necessary,  far 
from  being  dangerous  and  is  the 
only  protection  for  our  public,”  Van 
Atta  said. 


Influence,  not  power, 
issue  with  new  ASBYU 

Student  input  wanted  by  organization, 
says  member  of  restructuring  committee

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Power  is  not  an  issue  with  the  new 
student  association.  But,  the  kind  of 
influence  students  may  have  on  the 
administration’s  decision-making 
process  is,  said  one  ASBYU  restruc¬ 
turing  committee  member. 

“Tte  new  student  advisory  council 
will  have  a  greater  influence  on  the 
decision-making  process  of  this  uni- 
vei'sity  if  two  things  happen,”  said 
Alan  Manwaring,  a  member  of  the 
restructuring  committee. 

First,  if  the  students  in  SAC  under¬ 
stand  their  roles  and  act  responsibly 
as  legislators  and  second,  if  the  ad¬ 
ministration  recognizes  the  legiti¬ 
macy  of  student  voice,  he  said. 

“When  this  two-way  street  hap¬ 
pens,”  he  said,  “then  communication 
based  on  mutual  respect  will  be  estab¬ 
lished  and  the  students  will  have  a 
greater  influence  on  the  decision¬ 
making  process  of  this  university.” 

Manwaring  said  that  over  the  last 
couple  of  years  ASBYU  has  gained 
influence  because  of  the  relationship 
between  the  executive  officers  and 
the  administration. 

ASBYU  has  also  gained  influence 
with  the  administration  because  of 
the  officers’  “positive  and  responsible 
attitudes”  and  their  willingness  to  un¬ 
derstand  their  roles  in  the  ASBYU 
student  organization. 

ASBYU  influence 

“ASBYU  has  had  a  tremendous  in¬ 
fluence  on  things  concerning  stu¬ 
dents,”  Manwaring  said.  For  exam¬ 
ple,  when  the  resident  assistant  and 
ecclesiastical  endorsement  issues 
came  out  last  year,  there  was  quite  a 
backlash  from  students. 

Manwaring  said  ASBYU  con¬ 
ducted  various  surveys  and  polls  and 
found  that  the  students  were  over¬ 
whelmingly  in  favoi'  of  ecclesiastical 
endorsements  but  overwhelmingly 
opposed  to  the  resident  assistant  is¬ 
sue. 

The  results  of  the  surveys  were 
taken  to  the  administration.  “And  ba¬ 
sically,  as  a  result  of  that  kind  of  re¬ 
sponsible  influence,  the  resident  as¬ 
sistant  issue  was  jiretty  much 
dropped,”  he  said. 

“The  new  student  organization  will 
have  a  more  impactful  influence  on 
the  administration,”  Manwaring  said, 
“because  the  administration  has  al¬ 
ready  approved  the  SAC  that  is  com¬ 
posed  of  students  drawn  from  many  of 
the  existing  organizations  on  cam¬ 
pus.” 

According  to  Eugene  England,  a 
faculty  member  on  the  restructuring- 
committee,  “ASBYU  presently  has 
no  political  ]30wer  to  enforce  its  deci¬ 


sions  on  the  university  as  a  whole.” 

England  said  the  ASBYU  organi¬ 
zation  can  only  do  so  many  things  in 
its  situation.  “It  has  no  ijolitical  power 
because  most  of  the  decisions  are 
made  by  the  administration  of  the  uni¬ 
versity  with  power  given  to  them  by 
the  board  of  trustees,”  he  said. 

Trustees’  power 

England  said  the  only  ones  that 
have  any  real  power  is  BYU’s  Board 
of  Trustees.  “They  then  delegate 
power  to  the  administration,  not  to 
the  students.” 

Manwaring  said  BYU  is  not  unique 
in  the  fact  that  the  Board  of  Trustees 
has  the  ultimate  say  in  any  kind  of  a 
policy  that  goes  on  at  the  university. 

“There  is  no  question  that  the 
Board  of  Trustees  of  any  private  uni¬ 
versity  in  the  country  has  the  man¬ 
date  power  and  the  ruling  power  over 
the  university,”  Manwaring  said. 

However,  in  terms  of  the  student 
progi'ams  ASBYU  runs,  the  student 
association  does  have  the  power  to 
allocate  funds  and  do  what  it  wants  to 
with  their  budget  received  from  the 
administration,  he  said. 

ASBYU  is  more  of  a  service  and 
activity  association  than  a  student 
government,  England  said. 

“What  we  want  is  a  service  associa¬ 
tion,”  England  said.  “By  having  an 
organization  who  acts  as  a  spokesman 
for  the  students,  not  a  group  of  people 
trying  to  change  things  by  using- 
power.” 

One  of  the  ijui’ijoses  for  creating  a 
new  student  association  is  to  change 
the  focus  from  ASBYU’s  past  reputa¬ 
tion  of  being  an  “entertainment  com¬ 
mittee”  to  being  a  “service  commit¬ 
tee,”  England  said. 

Manwaring  com]3ared  the  univer¬ 
sity  to  parents  and  the  students  to 
chikh-en.  “The  children  will  never  tell 
the  parents  what  to  do  but  the  par¬ 
ents  have  the  resijonsibility  to  act 
reasonably  and  request  information 
from  their  children,”  he  said. 

Manwaring  said  mutual  respect  be¬ 
tween  the  university  and  the  students 
is  the  best  way  to  communicate  and 
get  things  accomplished. 

The  principle  advantage  the  new 
student  organization  will  have  is  the 
power  of  respect,  England  said.  “Stu¬ 
dents  won’t  force  anyone  into  any¬ 
thing  because  force  and  power  do  not 
help  ]3eople  do  anything.  ” 

According  to  England,  “In  a  uni¬ 
versity  like  this,  we  need  to  conform 
to  the  rules  by  having  patience,  long- 
suffering  and  a  meek  attitude.” 

People  rebel  when  they  are  forced 
to  do  things,  England  said.  “We 
should  get  on  to  the  real  business  — 
imiJi'oving  the  university  and  finding

Local  citizens  discuss  pollution

More  than  200  concerned  citizens  from  Provo  and 
Orem  crowded  their  way  into  the  Orem  City  Centei- 
to  air  concerns  about  pollution  problems  hovering 
over  Utah  County. 

Most  of  the  meeting  was  open  for  public  discus¬ 
sion. 

“I’ve  never  seen  any  political  action  like  this  take 
iJace.  People’s  anger  have  turned  them  to  action,” 
said  June  Wickham,  director  of  the  Utah  Environ¬ 
ment  Center. 

“People  have  the  right  to  protect  our  most  basic 
resource  and  that  is  clean  air,”  said  Linda  Clark, 
president  of  the  Utah  County  sup]3ort  groups  for 
clean  air. 

A  majority  of  the  complaints  were  aimed  against 
Geneva,  said  Wickham. 

“There’s  such  a  small  percentage  of  jjeople  who 
work  at  Geneva  com])ared  to  those  who  live  in 
Provo,”  said  Orem  resident  Carla  Russell.  “The 
question  is  are  we  willing  to  sacrifice  everybody’s 
health  in  order  for  those  1,500  people  to  continue 


working?” 

However,  Geneva  Steel  vice  president  Robert 
Grow  said  Geneva  is  doing  its  part  to  combat  the 
problem.  “In  1981  and  1982,  Geneva  silent  $137,000 
million  dollars  installing  pollution  control  equip¬ 
ment,  which  has  reduced  our  contribution  of  pollu¬ 
tants  of  suspended  particulate  matter  by  about  80 
percent,”  said  Grow. 

“We  want  and  are  trying  to  be  corjjorate  citizens. 
We  are  concerned  for  the  environment  and  eco¬ 
nomic  health  of  the  community.” 

Calvin  H.  Bartholomew,  assistant  director  of 
combustion  engineering  center  of  research  at 
BYU,  gave  suggestions  for  controlling  air  i^ollu- 
tion. 

Utah’s  Department  of  Transportation,  county 
and  local  cities  need  to  facilitate  traffic  flow  on 
major  roads  and  highways  to  decrease  carbon 
monoxide  pollution,  he  said. 

Worried  citizens  also  need  to  inform  state  offi¬ 
cials  of  their  concerns.  “The  State  Board  of  Health 
needs  to  enforce  standards  and  agreements  with 
local  industries  regarding  carbon  monoxide  and 
pollution,”  said  Bartholomew. 


Wickham  also  said  the  Clean  Air  Act  of  1970 
needed  to  be  more  strongly  enforced. 

The  act  set  ]3ollution  control  standards  for  auto¬ 
mobiles  and  established  a  system  for  requiring  new 
sources  of  pollution  to  be  built  to  standards  set  by 
the  U.S.  Environmental  Protection  Agency. 

“The  EPA  was  asked  to  determine  the  maximum 
healthful  level  of  common  pollutants  in  the  air,” 
said  a  pamjjhlet  from  the  Utah  Environment  Cen¬ 
ter. 

The  meeting  was  organized  by  two  concerned 
mothers.  Kim  Warner  and  Julie  Mack  combined 
efforts  to  plan  and  publicize  the  gathering. 
Warner’s  involvement  began  when  a  doctor  blamed 
air  ]3ollution  for  her  baby’s  respiratory  problems. 

Warner  plans  to  continue  to  organize  meetings  to 
inform  the  public.  “The  more  peojjle  that  can  be 
heard,  the  more  you  can  make  a  difference,”  she 
said.  Only  the  next  meeting  will  be  held  in  a  bigger 
auditorium. 

“I  was  really  pleased  when  that  many  people 
showed,”  said  Warner  about  Wednesday’s  meet¬ 
ing.  “It’s  just  evidence  that  there’s  a  lot  of  con¬ 
cern.”

Agents  predict  street  wars 
over  growing  drug  traffic 


LOS  ANGELES  (AP)  —  Two  re¬ 
cently  slain  drug-  agents  may  have 
been  victims  of  a  war  pitting  old-line 
dealers  and  government  agents 
against  Asian  gangs  who  are  import¬ 
ing  “Golden  Triangle”  heroin  into 
California,  officials  said  Thursday. 

Emerging  Thai,  Cambodian  and 
Laotian  drug  rings  will  likely  clash 
with  existing  His]3anic,  black  and 
white  gangs,  opening  the  way  for 
street  wars  like  those  in  Miami  in  the 
1970s  and  ’80s,  said  John  Hensley,  the 
top  drug  enforcement  officer  for  the 
U.S.  Customs  Service  on  the  West 
Coast. 

“If  the  Asians  start  mixing  it  up 
with  the  Mexican  and  black  gangs,  we 
may  see  the  gun  battles  and  murders 
that  marked  the  old  Colombian  ‘co¬ 
caine  cowboy’  wars  in  Miami  a  decade 
ago,”  Hensley  said.  “With  the  kind  of 
money  involved,  either  side  could  do 
the  shooting.” 

Two  members  of  the  Drug  Enforce¬ 
ment  Administration  who  were  work¬ 
ing  undercover  to  crack  an  alleged 
Taiwanese  heroin  ring  were  gunned 
down  in  Pasadena  earlier  this  month. 
Two  alleged  traffickers  also  were 
killed. 

Investigators  have  said  the  alleged 
drug  dealers  were  unaware  they  were 


dealing  with  federal  agents  and  had 
set  U]3  a  drug  purchase  with  plans  all 
along  to  rob  and  kill  their  “cus¬ 
tomers.” 

Such  violent  confrontations  are 
typical  of  the  turf  wars  waged  by 
smugglers  and  sellers,  Hensley  said. 

In  Miami  during  the  late  1970s  and 
early  1980s,  “I  was  there  during  one 
turf  battle  between  Colombians  and 
Cubans  and  we  (federal  agents)  were 
the  only  ones  without  automatic 
weaijons,”  he  said. 

“We  saw  the  turf  wars  there.  If  we 
don’t  get  a  cap  on  it  now,  it  will  be¬ 
come  a  reality  here  and  we  don’t  want 
it  to  be  a  reality,”  he  said.

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Shultz  urges  Israel  for  prompt  peace 

JERUSALEM  (AP)  —  Secretary  of  State  George  P.  Shultz  urged  Israel  on 
Thursday  to  negotiate  a  prompt  and  final  agreement  with  the  Arabs  about  the 
violence-plagued  occupied  temtories. 

He  said  the  21-year  Isi’aeli  occupation  of  the  West  Bank  and  Gaza  Strip  was 
the  main  reason  for  unrest  that  has  cost  at  least  65  lives  since  Dec.  8. 

“Its  fundamental  origin  is  essentially  indigenous,”  Shultz  said  on  the  flight 
from  Washington  to  begin  a  five-day  peace  shuttle  in  which  he  will  present 
U.S.  proposals  to  the  Israelis  and  Arabs. 

Shultz  would  give  no  details,  but  said  his  approach  to  both  sides  will  go  far 
beyond  an  interim  an-angement  for  the  occupied  lands,  where  1.5  million 
Palestinians  live. 

Egypt,  Jordan  and  several  other  Arab  nations  have  told  the  United  States 
they  reject  the  1978  Camp  David  formula  for  self-rule  in  the  temtories. 

President  Hosni  Mubarak  of  Egypt  called  the  plan,  which  helped  produce 
the  March  1979  peace  treaty  between  his  country  and  Israel,  “a  thing  of  the 
past  whose  time  has  ended.” 

On  the  plane,  Shultz  told  reporters  “final  status  issues”  must  be  taken  up 
promptly,  and  “we  have  a  proposal  for  that.” 

It  is  understood  to  be  a  two-step  plan  that  would  loosen  Israeli  controls 
immediately  and  lead  to  negotiations  for  a  final  settlement,  even  Palestinian 
statehood,  by  December. 

Anti-AIDS  drug  successful  during  study 

NEW  YORK  (AP)  —  The  anti-AIDS  drug  AZT  lowered  virus  levels  and 
improved  immune  systems  in  more  than  two-thirds  of  18  othemdse  healthy 
carriers  of  the  AIDS  virus,  according  to  a  European  study. 

In  a  separate  development  Thursday,  researchers  at  the  University  of 
Miami  said  that  by  using  a  combination  of  antibiotics  they  were  able  to  prevent 
AIDS  victims  from  contracting  a  deadly  form  of  pneumonia. 

The  AZT  study’s  results  fall  far  short  of  what  would  be  needed  for  doctors  to 
recommend  that  healthy  AIDS  virus  carriers  begin  taking  AZT,  which  can 
have  dangerous  side  effects,  Dr.  Samuel  Broder,  the  director  of  AIDS  drug 
testing  at  the  National  Cancer  Institute,  said  Thursday. 

Nevertheless,  Broder  said,  it  suggests  that  a  recently  initiated  American 
study  of  AZT  in  healthy  carriers  “needs  to  proceed  urgently.” 

“It’s  very  important  not  to  rush  out  and  start  using  AZT  in  a  situation  in 
which  its  use  has  not  been  proven,”  Broder  said. 

Springville  official  admits  misuse  of  funds 

SPRINGVILLE  (AP)  —  Suspended  Springville  electrical  superintendent 
Charles  Pat  Monney  has  signed  a  document  in  which  he  acknowledges  allega¬ 
tions  he  misused  public  funds,  officials  say. 

The  document,  a  “diversion  agreement,”  was  drawn  up  by  Monney’s 
lawyer,  Michael  Esplin,  and  the  Utah  County  attorney’s  office.  Under  tei-ms 
of  the  deal,  Monney  will  not  be  prosecuted. 

The  agreement  reads  in  part:  “After  investigation  concerning  the  offense 
charged,  together  with  an  investigation  of  the  defendant’s  backgi’ound,  it 
appears  to  be  in  the  best  interest  of  justice  and  ...  both  parties  involved  to 
enter  into  an  agreement  to  divert  prosecution.” 

Under  terms  of  the  agreement,  Monney,  who  was  suspended  Jan.  5,  “admits 
the  essential  elements  of  the  crime  ...  and  acknowledges  his  technical  malfea¬ 
sance  in  the  handling  of  public  funds.” 

In  addition,  Monney  agreed  to  resign  from  his  post,  promised  not  to  bring  a 
lawsuit  against  Springville,  Utah  County  or  the  state  and  not  to  violate  any 
laws  in  the  next  year.  Also  as  part  of  the  agi-eement,  Springville  waived  its 
right  to  restitution  of  any  funds. 

Educational  spending  high;  grades  low 

WASHINGTON  (AP)  —  Education  Secretary  William  J.  Bennett  gave  the 
states  mediocre  grades  Thursday  on  an  annual  report  card  that  showed 
dropout  rates  up  slightly,  college  entrance  test  scores  level  and  spending- 
higher  than  ever. 

“The  news  is  not  what  it  should  be.  Test  scores  are  in  a  dead  stall,”  Bennett 
said  as  he  unveiled  two  wall  charts  crammed  with  statistics  ranking  the  states 
on  tests,  ^aduation  rates,  teacher  pay  and  other  measures. 

“In  saying  that  I  am  disappointed,  I  think  I  speak  for  the  American  people,” 
Bennett  told  reporters.  “We’re  paying  top  dollar  to  educate  our  children,  but 
we’re  sure  not  getting  top  return.” 

Mary  Hatwood  Futrell,  president  of  the  National  Education  Association, 
the  nation’s  largest  teachers  union,  said  in  an  interview: 

“The  time  has  come  to  halt  the  wall  chart  charade  and  for  people  to  sit  down 
and  really  talk  about  ways  we  can  improve  the  quality  of  education  for  all 
young  people  in  this  country.”  ..... 

Swaggart  decision  may  be  too  lenient 

SPRINGFIELD,  Mo.  (AP)  —  The  hierarchy  of  the  Assemblies  of  God  met 
Thursday  to  consider  toughening  the  punishment  of  television  evangelist 
Jimmy  Swaggart  after  an  admitted  prostitute  said  she  had  performed  porno¬ 
graphic  acts  for  him  for  about  a  year. 

The  church’s  Executive  Presbytery  was  to  consider  a  recommendation  by 
its  Louisiana  district  that  Swaggart,  the  denomination’s  most  prominent 
minister,  be  barred  from  preaching  for  three  months  and  undergo  counseling 
during  a  supervised  two-year  rehabilitation  period.  About  half  the  people 
calling  the  denomination  this  week  have  criticized  that  recommendation  as  too 
lenient. 

Church  spokeswoman  Juleen  Turnage  said  the  meeting  at  the  church’s 
international  headquarters  was  likely  to  be  long  and  that  it  was  unlikely  a 
decision  would  be  announced  Thursday. 

Swaggart,  whose  ministry  brought  in  $142  million  in  1986,  is  the  denomina¬ 
tion’s  most  prominent  evangelist  with  fire-and-brimstone  broadcasts  in  more 
than  100  countries.  He  has  been  known  for  his  harsh  denunciation  of  sexual 
lapses  by  other  preachers,  including  PTL  ministry  founder  Jim  Bakker.

Van  Atta  shares  experience 

Alumnus  investigated  Iran  scandali

The  journalist  who  dared  to  wear 
tennis  shoes  while  interviewing  Pres¬ 
ident  Reagan  hasn’t  changed  much 
since  he  photocopied  BYU  security 
files  as  an  editor  of  The  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse. 

Dale  Van  Atta,  who  described  him¬ 
self  as  a  “rapscallion,”  at  a  Communi¬ 
cations  Department  symposium 
Thursday,  is  an  independent  colum¬ 
nist  who  co-authors  the  50-year-old 
Washington  Merey-go-round. 

Van  Atta  was  the  only  journalist  to 
have  all  of  the  information  necessary 
to  release  the  first  story  on  the  Iran- 
Contra  Affair. 


He  said  that  President  Reagan 
asked  him  to  keep  the  story  c^t  of 
print  because  of  possible  danger  to 
the  American  hostages  in  Iran. 

Later,  after  the  American  bombing 
raid  against  Libya,  Van  Atta  said  he 
believed  that  by  withholding  the 
story,  more  American  lives  were  pos¬ 
sibly  in  danger. 

“With  two  American  hostages  be¬ 
ing  exchanged  for  2,008  missiles,  I 
realized  that  they  would  continue  tak¬ 
ing  hostages  and  exchan^ng  them  for 
more  arms.  And  all  of  this  was  taking 
place  before  the  public  knew,”  he 
said. 

Van  Atta  said  he  told  Reagan,  “If 
you  don’t  confirm  the  story,  I  will  run 
it  as  it’s  written.”  Reagan  then  con-

Singer  matriarch 
may  be  released 
to  halfway  house

SALT  LAKE  CITY  (AP)  —  A  fed¬ 
eral  magistrate  Thursday  considered 
a  motion  for  the  release  of  polygamist 
matriarch  Vickie  Singer  from  the  Salt 
Lake  County  Jail. 

U.S.  Magistrate  Ronald  N.  Boyce 
said  he  would  consider  releasing 
Singer  to  a  federal  halfway  house  if 
the  state  makes  no  claim  for  detention 
and  if  an  inspection  of  the  county  jail 
by  federal  marshals  and  probation  of¬ 
ficers  found  conditions  there  uncon¬ 
stitutional. 

Singer,  44,  and  three  family  mem¬ 
bers  are  charged  in  a  nine-count 
gi’and  jury  indictment  with  federal  of¬ 
fenses  relating  to  the  Jan.  16  bombing 
of  a  chapel  of  The  Church  of  Jesus 
Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints  and  a  sub¬ 
sequent  13-day  standoff  with  authori¬ 
ties. 

Defense  attorney  Kathryn  Collard 
argued  that  Singer,  who  has  been 
held  in  the  county  jail  since  the  siege 
ended  in  a  fatal  shootout  Jan.  28,  was 
being  “punished  by  the  circumstances 
under  which  she  is  confined.” 

Collard  noted  that  the  women’s  fa¬ 
cility  at  the  jail  is  13  inmates  over 
capacity  and  general  conditions  are 
“very  unhealthful  for  whoever  is  in 
there.” 

Boyce  said  he  would  rule  on  the 
matter  after  he  receives  a  report  on 
jail  conditions  Friday  morning. 

In  her  motion,  Collard  said  Singer 
was  willing  to  have  the  court  hold  the 
title  to  the  family’s  Summit  County 
farm  as  a  condition  of  her  release  to 
the  halfway  house.  “It  (the  property) 
is  more  valuable  to  her  than  any 
amount  of  money,”  Collard  said. 

Singer,  too,  addressed  the  court, 
telling  Boyce:  “I  give  my  solemn  word 
that  if  allowed  to  go  to  the  halfway 
house,  I  will  appear  for  trial.  In  fact,  I 
want  to  go  to  trial.”  Singer  also  said 
she  still  believes  federal  courts  made 
the  wrong  decision  in  dismissing  a 
wrongful  death  suit  she  filed  after 
her  husband,  John,  was  fatally  shot 
by  lawmen  in  1979. 
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firmed  to  Van  Atta  that  there  had 
been  exchanges  of  arms  for  hostages. 
“I  later  had  to  get  his  permission  to 
run  the  story,”  he  said. 

When  asked  if  President  Reagan 
lied.  Van  Atta  said,  “No,  he’s  not  a 
liar.  He  really  isn’t.  And  neither  is 
George  Bush,  at  least  as  I  see  it.” 

According  to  Van  Atta,  Reagan 
said  he  had  reacted  to  “save  the 
hostages”  and  because  he  “felt  that  it

Van  Atta  said  that  BYU  gave  hinE 
the  “moral  fiber”  as  support  in  his 
profession.  “If  there  were  anything 
seriously  amiss  in  my  life  ...  they, 
would  be  all  over  me . . .  you  have  to  be' 
cleaner  than  clean  if  you  are  going  to' 
accuse  someone  ...  or  you  will  be  ac-^ 
cused  in  return.”  He  said  that  he  has  a 
responsibility  to  American  citizens  tqi 
report  the  truth.

The  play  itself  is 
a  lot  stronger.  ” 

Jolley  said  that  in  the  moviq.,  much 
£pf  thq.  meaning  was  lost.  “The  title; 
‘Children  of  a  Lesser  God’  lost  its 
meaning.  In  the  play,  the  title’s  mean¬ 
ing  is  much  more  evident.” 

“Real  understaning  of  not  only  the 
disabled  but  of  everyone  is  what  the 
play  is  all  about,”  according  to  Jolley. 

'The  leading  roles  are  played  by 
Mark  Ellison,  who  plays  the  teacher, 
and  Cherie  Chamberlain,  who  plays 
the  deaf  student,  Sarah. 

Chamberlain,  who  has  been  deaf 
from  birth,  is  a  UVCC  student  from 
Orem,  majoring  in  Elementai’y  Edu¬ 
cation. 

Chamberlain  said  in  sign  language 
that  she  and  her  character,  Sarah, 
have  very  diffei’ent  personalities.  She 
can,  although,  understand  Sarah’s 
frustrations  with  hearing  people  be¬ 
cause  she  has  had  similar  frustrations 
in  life. 

Ellison,  a  23-year-okl  BYU  junior 
from  Ojai,  Calif.,  majoring  in  En¬ 
glish,  learned  sign  language  before 
serving  an  LDS  mission,  and  was 
later  called  on  a  sign  language  mis¬ 
sion. 

The  cast  includes  Dale  Link,  a 
UVCC  student  from  Missouri,  and 
Heather  Jarvis  a  student  from  Pleas¬ 
ant  Grove  High  School.  Both  are 
hearing  impaired  and  are  playing  the 
part  of  two  other  deaf  students. 


Other  members  of  the  cast  include 
Claudine  Booth,  Rob  Brewster  and 
Pat  Van  de  Graff. 

Van  de  Graff  plays  the  role  of 
Sarah’s  mother,  and  is  actually  the 
mother  of  a  deaf  son. 

Director  Jolley  needed  the  help  of 
interpreter  Danny  Parvaz  when 
working  with  the  cast,  and  has  been 
working  for  the  past  two  months  to 
bring  the  play  together. 

Jolley  said  he  really  likes  the 
story, “and  even  if  the  content  doesn’t 
interest  some  people,  just  the  signing 
itself  is  a  fascinating  point.”

Ortiz  speaks  on  Third  World  Scientist  urges  cooperetion

Although  several  Third  World 
countries  feel  burdened  by  their  lack 
of  natui'al  resources,  a  former  U.S. 
Ambassador  said  such  countries  must 
utilize  their  other  natural  assets  such 
as  dedicated  populations  and  strate¬ 
gic  locations. 

“Countries  like  Japan  —  like  Singa¬ 
pore,  have  very  limited  natural  re¬ 
sources,  but  both  are  among  the  most 
advanced  counti-ies  in  the  world  eco¬ 
nomically,  politically  and  socially,” 
said  F'rank  Ortiz. 

Approximately  115  students  at¬ 
tended  the  Student  Conference  on 
Third  World  Development  Thursday. 

Ortiz,  who  served  as  a  U.S.  Ambas¬ 
sador  to  Barbados,  Guaternala,  Peru 
and  Argentina,  defined  Third  World 
countries  as  those  facing  a  population 
explosion  and  missing  the  industrial 
revolution. 

He  compared  the  development  of 
Third  World  countries  to  personal  de¬ 
velopment  and  said  such  struggling 
countries  must  concentrate  on  politi¬ 
cal,  economic,  cultural  and  social  de¬ 
velopment. 

“When  you  talk  about  the  Third 
World,  you  are  talking  about  coun¬ 
tries  that  are  very  jealous  and  proud 
of  their  traditions,  their  nationalism. 


and  are  working  to  achieve  their  own 
political  style,”  said  Ortiz. 

According  to  Ortiz,  the  United 
States  encourages  the  democi-atic 
freedom  to  ti-ansfer  power  peacefully 
in  Third  World  countries. 

“In  all  human  history,  there  is  no 
case  where  two  democratic  countries 
have  gone  to  war  with  each  other,” 
said  Ortiz.  “That 
alone  would  be  a 
good  reason  for 
us  to  try  to  sup¬ 
port  democracy. 

There  is  no  doubt 
in  tny  mind  that 
the  democratic 
way  is  the  wave 
of  the  future.” 

Ortiz  said  that 
the  countries  of 
the  Third  World 
feel  that  their 
economic  des¬ 
tinies  are  deter¬ 
mined  outside  their  own  country. 

“It  is  vei-y  easy  to  blame  someone 
else  for  the  mistakes  you  are  making 
at  home,”  said  Ortiz. 

Ortiz  also  finds  drug  trafficking  to 
be  a  major  problem  in  Third  World 
countries  such  as  Colombia  where 
seven  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court 
were  murdered  after  an  increase  in 
drug  dealing  convictions.

A  renowned  scientist  from  Bolivia 
said  that  cooperation  is  the  only  way 
Latin  American  countries  will  over¬ 
come  their  problems. 

Gaston  Rene  Mejia,  e.xecutive  di¬ 
rector  of  the  International  Institute 
of  Integration  in 
La  Paz,  Bolivia, 
said  Latin  America 
faces  a  very  old 
problem  of  indus¬ 
trialization. 

“In  Latin  Ameri¬ 
can  countries  such 
as  Brazil,  Ar¬ 
gentina,  and  in 
some  ways,  Mex¬ 
ico,  there  is  a  lack 
of  scientific  and 
technological  in¬ 
frastructure  on 
their  industrializa¬ 
tion,”  said  Mejia. 

Latin  American  countries’  major 
problem  now  is  the  inability  to  face 
the  twenty-first  century,  he  said. 
“We  are  not  able  to  face  this  techno¬ 
logical  and  scientific  war.” 

According  to  Mejia,  countries  such 
as  Brazil  and  Argentina  are  joining 
their  forces  and  working  together  to 
solve  their  problems.  He  said  it  took 
a  long  time  for  Latin  American  coun¬ 
tries  to  understand  that  the  only  way 
to  solve  their  problems  is  through  co¬ 
operation. 

“The  example  of  Brazil  and  Ar¬ 


gentina  shows  that  we  are  changing 
our  minds”  about  not  being  coopera¬ 
tive,  said  Mejia.  Commenting  on  the 
fact  that  apparently  some  countries  in 
South  America  have  failed  in  their 
attempts  to  stabilize  their  economy, 
Mejia  said  that  those  countries  are 
going  through  a  restructuring  pro¬ 
cess  that  is  sometimes  painful. 

“We  are  changing  to  a  new  model  of 
economy,  and  it  takes  more  than  one 
or  two  years  to  change,”  said  Mejia. 
He  said  some  European  countries  are 
now  facing  similar  problems. 

Latin  Americans  are  understand¬ 
ing  the  meaning  of  integi-ation,  he 
said,  and  if  they  commit  themselves 
to  thinking  that  way,  perhaps  in  five 
years  they  “will  be  in  a  good  position. 
And  if  not,  we  will  be  lost.” 

The  relationship  between  the 
United  States  and  Latin  American 
countries  has  also  improved  substan¬ 
tially,  according  to  Mejia.  He  said  this 
is  so  because  most  countries  in  Latin 
America  are  now  under  a  democratic 
government. 

“I  think  that  democracy  is  one  way 
how  we  can  solve  our  problems  be¬ 
cause  it  gives  us  the  opportunity  to 
discuss  problems,”  he  said. 

Although  there  are  more  than  500 
universities  and  high-level  research 
centers  in  Latin  America,  Mejia  said 
the  Latin  Amrican  countries  have  yet 
to  succeed  in  having  science  play  an 
important  role  in  their  development. 

He  said  the  most  developed  areas  of 
study  in  those  countries  are  still  so¬ 
cial,  economical  and  medical  sciences.

After  sensing  the  need  for  BYU  to 
become  more  involved  in  Third  World 
development  issues,  BYU  students 
presented  plans  for  a  student  confer¬ 
ence,  according  to  the  conference 
committee  chair. 

The  result,  a  two-day  student  con¬ 
ference  featuring  a  former  U.S.  Am¬ 
bassador  and  an  integration  institute 
director  from  Bolivia,  emphasizes  the 
university’s  interest  in  international 
development.  The  conference  will 
continue  today  in  238  HRCB. 

“We’ve  had  an  idea  in  our  minds  for 
quite  some  time  that  it  would  be  nice 
to  see  the  university  become  more 
'involved  '  in '  actual  Third  Wbrld 
projects,”  said  committee  chairman 
Alan  Manwaring. 

“I  had  some  experiences  in  Asia 
that  let  me  understand  that  ...  stu¬ 
dents  could  have  influence  in  the  de¬ 
velopment  process,”  said  one  of  eight 
committee  members  Barclay  Burns. 

“The  unique  thing  about  this  con¬ 
ference  is  that  this  is  a  student-ini¬ 
tiated,  organized  and  run  confer¬ 
ence,”  said  Manwaring. 

According  to  Miles  A.  Jacoby,  as¬ 
sistant  director  of  the  Kennedy  Cen¬ 
ter,  when  students  approached  the 
center  for  financial  and  organizational 
assistance,  there  were  concerns 
about  the  time  demands  on  students. 

“Students  have  a  lot  of  other  things 


to  do  besides  organize  conferences. 
How  can  we  be  sure  they  will  follow 
through?”  he  said. 

However,  after  placing  faith  in  the 
students,  Jacoby  said  the  center  was 
not  disappointed.  “In  the  Kennedy 
Center,  we  put  our  support  behind  it. 

I  must  say  that  we  have  been  more 
than  pleased  with  what  we  have 
seen.” 

The  conference  was  also  sponsored 
by  the  Departments  of  Political  Sci¬ 
ence,  Home  Economics,  and  Anthro¬ 
pology  and  ASBYU,  according  to  Ja¬ 
coby. 

Approximately  12  student  papers 
on  Third  World  development  were 
submitted  to  the  conference  commit¬ 
tee,  six  of  which  will  be  presented  at 
the  Conference. 

“One  of  the  major  purposes  for  the 
conference  is  to  provide  a  forum  for 
students  who  have  done  research  in 
Third  World  development  issues,” 
Manwaring  said.  “This  conference 
will  also  encourage  continued  serious 
academic  work  and  emphasis  by  this 
university  in  the  field  of  international 
development,”  he  said. 

F.  LaMond  Tullis,  associate  aca¬ 
demic  vice  president,  said  the  confer¬ 
ence  treats  a  subject  natural  to  stu¬ 
dents,  many  of  whom  have  spent  time 
in  the  Third  World.  “I  think  all  of  us 
share  a  hope  for  the  future  ...  for 
when  all  of  the  human  kind  will  not 
have  the  prospect  of  going  to  be  either 
hungry  or  in  fear,”  Tullis  said.

BYU  was  coming  off  a  loss  to  Colo¬ 
rado  State,  74-53,  last  Thursday;  but 
bounced  back  to  beat  Wyoming  Sat¬ 
urday,  85-78.  Both  games  were  on  the

"  In  the  last  matchup,'  .U tab  ran  away 
in  the  second  half  to  beat  the  Cougars , 
77-60.  According  to  Leishman,  foul 
trouble  hindered  the  Cougars’  de¬ 
fense  in  the  second  half. 

BYU  is  11-13  overall  and  3-4  in 
High  Country  Athletic  Conference 
play.  Leading  scorer  for  the  Cougars 
is  senior  forward  Cathy  Nixon  who  is 
averaging  18.4  points  per  game  and 
6.3  rebounds. 

Also  in  double  figures  for  the  Cou¬ 
gars  are  freshman  forward  Scarlett 
Overly  with  14.9  points,  sophomore 
center/forward  Michelle  Carter  with 
12.3,  junior  forward  Susan  Shumway 
with  11.5  and  junior  guard  Tanise 
Chung-Hoon  with  10.4. 

The  Cougars  are  averaging  80.8 
points  per  game  on  49  percent  field- 
goal  shooting.  According  to  the 
“NCAA  NEWS”  chart,  through 
games  of  Feb.  15,  BYU  ranks  l()th  in 
the  nation  in  field  goal  percentage 
with  49. 1  percent  and  14th  in  scoring 
offense,  averaging  81.7  points  per 
game.

Television  research  group 
says  violence  is  decreasing

Violence  on  American  prime  time 
television  may  be  declining,  accord¬ 
ing  to  a  report  from  the  National 
Coalition  on  Television  Violence. 

In  the  report,  NCTV  Research  Di¬ 
rector  Thomas  Radecki,  said  the 
adult  population  is  becoming  more 
aware  of  the  harmful  effects  of  TV 
violence. 

“It  appears  we  have  been  more  suc¬ 
cessful  in  reaching  America’s  adult 
population,  helping  them  understand 
that  violence  is  an  unhealthy  means  of 
entertainment,”  he  said. 

“I  think  it  (violence)  has  been  a 
problem  in  the  past,”  said  Nancy 
Kirkpatrick,  director  of  the  youth 
program  at  Warner  Brothers,  Inc. 
“The  trend  is  steering  away  from  vio¬ 
lence,  drugs  and  sex  because  the  at¬ 
mosphere  in  the  country  is  more  con¬ 
servative.  More  families  are 
becoming  aware  of  the  problem.” 

However,  Dr.  Brace  Chadwick,  a 
sociology  professor  at  BYU,  said  tele¬ 
vision  violence  has  escalated.  “As  a 
parent,  I  feel  the  violence  on  TV 
should  be  reduced,”  he  said. 

Though  the  reduction  of  TV  vio¬ 
lence  appears  to  have  been  success¬ 
ful,  more  work  needs  to  be  done  in  the 
area  of  Hollywood  film  violence,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  NCTV  report.  “Wiile 
we  have  seen  viewers  of  prime  time 
TV  starting  to  turn  away  from  vio¬ 
lence,  we  have  seen  little  improve¬ 
ment  in  the  intense  violence  of  Holly¬ 
wood  films  or  in  their  attendance  at 
the  theater,”  said  Radecki. 

Of  the  133  films  studied  by  NCJTV 
'’in  1987,  59  peTcent  containied'  “high 
levels  of  violence  likely  to  have  at 
least  some  harmful  effects  on  normal 
children  and  adult  viewers  and  18  per¬ 
cent  were  unfit  for  human  consump¬ 
tion,”  according  to  the  report. 

Film  violence  is  higher  than  televi-

sion  violence,  the  report  said.  “The 
average  level  of  violence  in  all  films 
was  24  acts  of  violence  per  hour,  more 
than  twice  as  violent  as  prime  time 
television.” 

There  will  always  be  a  market  for 
violent  movies,  but  the  average 
moviegoer  is  becoming  less  inter¬ 
ested  in  violence,  according  to  Kirk¬ 
patrick.  . 

“Most  movie  companies  are  moving 
toward  comedy  because  comedy  is  be¬ 
ing  asked  for  and  it  is  doing  so  well,” 
said  Kirkpatrick. 

However,  Carole  Lieberman, 
UCLA  psychiatrist  and  NCT’V  repre¬ 
sentative,  disagreed.  “It  is  very  dis¬ 
appointing  to  me  that  Hollywood  has 
made  little  or  no  progress  in  its  glam- 
orization  of  violence  and  its  portray¬ 
als  of  cigarette,  alcohol  and  drug 
abuse,”  she  said. 

Some  producers  are  doing  good 
work,  but  others  are  being  “ex¬ 
tremely  irresponsible,”  said  Lieber¬ 
man. 

The  youth  population  needs  to  be 
convinced  of  the  possible  harmful  ef¬ 
fects  of  violence,  according  to 
Radecki. 

“’We  have  not  yet  been  able  to  get 
our  message  out  to  America’s  adoles¬ 
cent  arid  young  adult  population. 
These  are  the  ages  that  provide  the 
support  for  the  film  industry. 

“Yet,  these  young  people  are  pre¬ 
cisely  those  we  most  need  to  reach 
because  they  are  in  the  highest  vio¬ 
lence  and  crime  age  groups  according 
to  FBI  data,”  he  said. 

Although  violence  seems  to  affect 
viewers,  the  actual  effect  is  un¬ 
proven,  accorcKng  to  Gordon  Whit¬ 
ing,  chairman  of  the  Communications 
Department  at  BYU. 

“The  overwhelming  majority  of 
communication  researchers  would 
agree  that  it  (violence)  ...  modifies 
people’s  understanding  of  the  social 
world.”

Pay  those  television  bills  or  lose  water, 
small  Utah  town  residents  are  told 


opens  after  thorough  health  inspection

Health  food  company  Sunrider  In¬ 
ternational  began  production  yester¬ 
day  in  a  new  Orem  ))lant  after  the 
facility  was  approved  by  Utah  state 
health  regulators. 

According  to  Mike  Clapier, 
spokesman  for  Sunrider  Interna¬ 
tional  of  Orem,  the  plant  is  not  fully 
operating  at  100  percent.  “It’s  not  up 
to  full  power.  Sunrider  had  to  replace 
a  lot  of  raw  products  and  the  question 
is  how  soon  we  can  get  these  prod¬ 
ucts.” 

Cecil  McNab,  Sunrider  spokesman 
for  the  the  company’s  parent  corpora¬ 
tion  in  Torrance,  Calif.,  said  the  fac¬ 
tory  is  producing  the  product  Nutri¬ 
ent.  Nutrient  was  the  first  Sunrider 
product  to  be  recalled  recently  be¬ 
cause  it  contained  the  salmonella  bac- 
teria^  which  caused  flu-like  symptoms 
in  users  after  being  consumed. 

Clapier  said  the  new  plant  was  in¬ 
spected  by  salmonella  expert  Dr. 
John  Sillicker,  who  was  hired  by  Sun¬ 
rider  to  help  inspect  health  conditions 
at  the  new  facility. 

“Monday  and  Tuesday  all  the  state 


and  city  regulators  were  at  the  plant 
and  approved  it,”  said  McNabb.  “The 
unfortunate  incident  is  behind  us. 
We’ve  weathered  the  storm.  Our  con¬ 
sumers  understand  the  recent  prob¬ 
lem  is  a  risk  we  take  in  providing  our 
service.  We’re  taking  the  lessons 
from  it  and  moving  ahead.” 

John  Poulson,  supervisor  of  food 
and  dairy  at  the  Utah  Agricultural 
Department,  said  the  plant  was  ap¬ 
proved  after  a  pre-opening  inspection 
earlier  in  the  week.  “Yesterday  there 
were  a  few  engineering  problems  and 
Sunrider  is  working  to  fix  that,”  he 
said 

“Also  they’ve  promised  to  install  a 
dust  collection  system,  which  is  like  a 
vacuum  to  hold  the  dust  down.  Many 
of  Sunrider’s  products  are  powder 
and  the  system  would  enhance  the 
cleanliness  of  the  plant.” 

McNabb  estimated  the  recall  and 
production  of  the  new  plant  would 
cost  the  company  “close  to  $5  million. 
The  recall  is  a  slightly  longer  process 
than  the  new  plant.  It  takes  time  to 
manage  it.” 

Clapier  said  there  are  roughly 
18,000  independent  distributors  in 
Utah  that  sell  Sunrider  products. 


TROPIC  (AP)  —  Residents  of  this 
tiny  southern  Utah  town  of  S.IO  have  a 
choice . —  pay  those  television  service 
bills  on  time  or  risk  losing  their  water.

If  those  payments  in  turn  become 
delinquent,  water  will  be  turned  off 
until  payments  are  made,  the  council 
decided. 

Television  service  is  billed  monthly 
with  the  water  and  sewer  billings. 

Meantime,  the  council  has  urged 
residents  to  write  Utah  legislators  in 
effort  to  block  a  proposal  to  increase 
fees  at  TV  translator  locations,  which 
would  cost  $36,000  a  year.

(AP)  —  The  Utah  County  attor¬ 
ney’s  office  has  warned  County  Clerk 
Bill  Huish  to  change  the  way  he  han¬ 
dles  the  $50  fees  charged  for  natural¬ 
ization  services  or  face  possible 
charges  of  misusing  public  funds. 

The  practice  in  question  involves 
the  maintenance  of  a  separate  account 
by  Huish  for  funds  raised  from  natu¬ 
ralization  services  offered  by  the 
county. 

Half  the  money  raised  from  the  fee 
goes  to  the  federal  government,  while 
the  other  half  stays  with  the  county. 

Huish  has  deposited  about  $20,000 
raised  from  the  fees  in  a  separate  pri¬ 
vate  account  rather  than  forwarding 
it  to  the  county’s  general  fund. 

“There  have  been  people  in  the  past 
who  have  accused  me  of  keeping  the 


money  even  though  they  didn’t  know 
what  I  did  with  it,”  said  Huish. 

Huish  said  he  planned  all  along  to 
transfer  the  money  to  the  county  but 
was  waiting  until  March  1,  the  day  the 
county  hands  out  naturalization  cer¬ 
tificates. 

After  that,  Huish  said  he  will  pre¬ 
pare  a  final  report  and  transfer  the 
money.  Naturalization  services  will 
no  longer  be  offered  in  Utah  County. 

“We’ve  acted  as  an  agent  for  the 
federal  government,”  said  Huish. 
“The  clerk  is  i-esponsible  to  make  re¬ 
ports  and  forward  50  percent  of  the 
fee  to  the  federal  government.” 

In  a  recent  letter  to  Huish,  County 
Attorney  Steve  Killpack  said  the  re¬ 
maining  50  percent  should  become 
part  of  the  county’s  general  fund. 


West  Valley  murder  suspect  hid  in  cave 


WEBSTER  SPRINGS,  W.  'Va. 

( AP)  —  A  man  sought  for  questioning 
in  the  slayings  of  a  Utah  mother  and 
her  daughter  apparently  has  been 
hiding  out  in  a  cave  in  the  West  Vir¬ 
ginia  mountains,  authorities  say. 

Steven  Ray  Stout,  a  31-year-old 
North  Salt  Lake  laborer,  was  spotted 
recently  in  the  woods  about  a  mile 
from  his  father’s  home  near  here. 
West  Valley  City  Lt.  Richard 
Sweeny  said. 

A  witness  reportedly  saw  Stout 
brushing  his  teeth  near  a  wooded 
stream  recently.  When  West  Virginia 
state  police  searched  the  area 
Wednesday,  they  found  eating  uten¬ 
sils  in  a  nearby  cave,  but  not  Stout. 

West  Virginia  police  also  reported 
spotting  Stout  in  downtown  Webster 
Springs  last  week  driving  a  station 
wagon.  A  high-speed  chase  ensued, 
but  Stout  escaped  police  when  he 
headed  into  the  hill  country  where  his 
pursuers,  fearing  for  their  safety,  de¬ 
clined  to  follow.  Sweeny  said. 


West  Virginia  state  police  told 
Sweeny  they  rarely  go  into  the  hill 
country  because  they  are  “not  well 
thought  of’  there. 

Stout  has  been  charged  in  Utah 
with  the  theft  of  a  car  belonging  to 
Bonnie  Craft.  He  is  also  sought  for 
questioning  in  the  Jan.  22  deaths  of 
Mrs.  Craft,  41,  and  her  daughter 
Maureen  Turner,  19. 

The  women’s  bludgeoned,  stabbed 
and  strangled  bodies  were  found  in 
their  trailer  home  in  the  Salt  Lake 
suburb  of  West  Valley.
